adopts a high standard and shows} 


continually by its attitude and in- 
terest that a definite measure of

accomplishment is expected from 
every department. 

A program of good housekeeping 
initiated in 1939 by The B. F. 
Goodrich Company was inspired 
by the interest and enthusiasm of 
John L. Collyer, president of the 
company, in plant cleanliness and 
order. 


Need for Program 


It was recognized from the start 
that a good housekeeping program 
must be of an educational nature. 
Keeping an entire plant neat and 
clean is not something that an 
expert or any one department can 
accomplish alone. All workers must 
be imbued with the importance of 
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the job and taught how to do it, 
and they must not only be taught 
these things but also-kept from for- 
getting them. 

Education in good housekeeping, 
furthermore, should start with the 


good housekeeping in this college 
is not gained from textbooks and 
lectures. There are no class sessions 
of the type common to schools. We 
refer to the individual departments 
as the classrooms, because it is 
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supervisors and foremen, as they 
must be relied upon to keep the 
teachings alive throughout the 
plant.

the use of strong detergents for 
hand cleaning; cutting oil derma- 
titis; poor plant housekeeping, and 
inadequate feeding facilities along 
with poor food sanitation. In addi- 
tion to these considerations of sani- 
tation, other plant problems ob- 
served included inadequate first aid 
facilities, absence of local exhaust 
ventilation for the control of toxic 
materials, high noise level in cer- 
tain departments, and the lack of 
a safety program. 





In attempting to promote the de- 
velopment of an industrial health 
program in this plant, it became 
evident that some visible and tangi- 
ble phase of such a program would 
of necessity have to be instituted 
and further, it would be necessary 
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ing of prime importance. 
It appeared that once adequate 
and clean wash rooms, locker 
rooms and other facilities were 
made available, that this would 
serve as something tangible and 
that improvement of previous con- 
ditions would be obvious to the 
management. 
Modern Facilities

industrial hygiene program. There- 
fore, departmental managers, or 
foremen, as they are called in most 
plants, are made responsible for 
employee welfare. 

These keymen are selected care- 
fully and each must possess good 
character, follow clean habits of liv- 
ing and present a neat appearance 
on the job. This definitely places at 





the head of a department a man 
who naturally expects clean, whole- 
some working conditions. 
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Foremen Managers 

The responsibilities of depart- 
mental managers are many. Among 
them, they must have a general 
knowledge of potential health haz- 


tical knowledge they gain from ex- 
perience. 

Through general manager’s meet- 
ings, small group meetings, personal 
contact and constant follow-up by 
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ards and their control. Each man- 
ager must understand that good 
housekeeping paves the way to 
healthful working conditions. He 
must be thoroughly familiar with 
toxic solvents—he must recognize 
the danger of dusts and fumes 
which cause respiratory disturb- 
ances. 
Exchange Knowledge 

He must know the composition of 
cutting oils and compounds and the 
protective creams used in connec- 
tion with such coolants. He can 
also control, to a great extent, the 
spread of communicable diseases. 
When you consider that these re- 
quirements are in addition to his 
productive and personnel responsi- 
bilities, you can readily see why we 





like to call our foremen, managers. 

It isn’t necessary to point out that 
foremen need educational assistance 
in the field of industrial hygiene. 
They need the technical knowledge 
that is available—we need the prac- 
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the safety department, our man- 
agers have gradually learned the 
value of industrial hygiene. We also 
welcome outside assistance. 


Edueational Program 


About three years ago, there 
were several cases of dermatitis in 





one department where cutting oils 
were in use. The condition was dis- 
cussed with the manager of that 
division and it was found that he 
had very little knowledge of the 
allergy of some people to various 
coolants. It was difficult for him to 
understand that it would be neces- 
sary to transfer some of his experi- 
enced employees to other jobs, for 
he realized the responsibility of 
training new employees to replace 
them. 

Management was in sympathy 
with him; however, good human

“Improvement of actual environ- 
ment in industry through the ap- 
plication of the Principles of Color 
Dynamics is emerging as one of the 
more significant advances in in- 
dustrial safety made during the 
war years,” E. D. Peck, general 
paint manager for the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company, declared. 


Color Mis-Used 

Prior to the war, color was rare- 
ly conceded to be a safety or 
morale factor in industry. Paint was 
considered only as a preservative. 
As a result, color often was so mis- 
used that it actually produced in- 
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dustrial hazards. 

One of the basic ideas of the 
Principles of Color Dynamics is its 
use for identifying safe and danger- 
ous areas of production machinery. 
By use of focal and eye-rest colors, 
each part of the machine is so 
treated that moving parts, switches, 
levers, and wheels are spotlighted 
for the operator's convenience. 


A Safety Tool 

Mr. Peck states that: It is evi- 
dent that the engineered use of color 
in industry for safety purposes is 
still in its infancy. As more and more 
plants adopt this method of styl-

The four nurses, two on the day 
shift and one on each of the other 
shifts, treat about 80 to 100 cases a 
day. However, these are not all in- 
juries as management is interested 
in maintaining health and encour- 
ages visits to the dispensary for 
consultation or treatment of any 
aches or pains. 

It is felt that an employee suffer- 
ing with headache, upset stomach, 
cold, etc., is less liable to be injured 
through accident if given treatment 
or reassurance, thereby eliminating 
those factors liable to keep the 
mind from concentrating on the 
work. There is a definite influence 
on production which is not over- 


looked. 


Varied Duties 

The service of the dispensary ex- 
tends further. Pre-employment 
physical examinations are made 
here. As a special service to veteran 
applicants, a card has been pre- 
pared for presentation to the Veter- 
an’s Bureau when special examina- 
tion is required. This system 
usually permits the veteran to ob- 
tain his examination the same day.

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MMEDIATELY following World 

War I, Safety, which had been 
given unprecedented impetus, was 
tucked away in a corner and 
forced to grow back into promi- 
nence. This well earned growth 
bloomed into fruitful significance 
during World War II. 

Safety again proved its worth to 
industry in the preservation of 
human life and health, and in the 
reduction of production costs. In 
some cases, Safety was forced on 
industry by stipulation in Govern- 
ment contracts. In other cases, 
knowing management established 
Safety Departments or increased 
the size and scope of existing 
Safety Departments to meet the 
exigencies of expanded production 
and facilities. 

Is Safety being tucked away 
again? Will management force 
Safety to begin at its 1918 level? 
What is happening to Safety? 

We find that management still 
has a tendency to kick the Safety 
Department around. 

1. Safety is being placed under 
the Personnel Department. 

2. Safety is being placed under 
the Medical Department. 
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3. Safety is being relegated to a 
plant supervisor. 

This transfer of responsibilities 
puts some Safety Engineers out in 
the cold—others in a position where 
their contacts must be driven 
through another department to 
reach management.

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Isolation Factor in Compensation 


ACTION was brought by the em-, 


ployer to set aside an award to 
claimant Hess, an employee. 

When Hess was first employed, he 
was able to return to his home each 
night. As time went on, the employers 
moved to a new location, approxi- 
mately 60 miles from claimant’s home. 
The nearest town was 4% miles from 
the camp and no means of transporta- 
tion was available. 

The employer furnished tents, beds 
and bedding, and served food to the 





employees at the camp site. There 
was no order requiring the claimant 
to remain on the premises during the 
night or prohibiting his boarding else- 
where but circumstances were such 
that any other course would have 
been impractical. 
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On the night in question, claimant 
was sleeping in a tent located near 
a portable tool shed constructed of 
lumber. He was awakened during the 
night by a storm and as he was en- 
deavoring to hold the tent flaps down, 
the tool shed blew over, pinning him 
underneath. 

The sole question for decision was 
whether claimant at the time of the 
accident, was performing services 
growing out of and incidental to his 
employment. 

The Court concluded that under the 
circumstances, the accident did arise 
in employment and claim was. al- 
lowed.

During these inspection trips, 
each committeeman gives a de- 
partment a rating, and these are 
averaged to arrive at the depart- 
ment’s grade. 

The divisional committees do not 
make inspections at set times nor 
give advance notice, and the plant- 
wide committee also makes random 
inspections and check-backs. Un- 
der such an arrangement, depart- 
ments have little opportunity to 
relax. 

At the end of a semester, the 
company management gives a din- 
ner honoring the “graduates cum 
laude.” Awards are bestowed upon 
the division with the highest grade, 
and also upon the winning general 
foreman in each division and the 
high department in each division. 
Any general superintendent whose 
divisional grade has dropped below 
85 percent fails to receive an in- 
vitation to the dinner. A depart- 
ment “flunks” when its grade is 


below 85. 


Graduate to Same Grade 

One interesting point about this 
school is that its graduates do not 
leave. They immediately rematricu- 
late for the next semester. 

As may have been noted, there is 
an element of the facetious about 
our good housekeeping college. 
Rather than being a conventional 
institution of learning, it provides 
the framework for a continuing 
campaign to keep our plants ship- 
shape. 


The idea may appear to be lack- 
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ing somewhat in seriousness, which 
is one of the very reasons we have 
used it and also one of the reasons 
it has been successful in promoting 
cleanliness and order. It isn’t long 
before admonitions about keeping 
departments clean become very 
tiresome with repetition. 

Our idea was to get away from 
constant reminders that might be 
regarded as nagging and to pro- 
mote a friendly and cooperative 
spirit in the plant instead of re- 
sentment. So we use as much 
humor-—if it isn’t always humor, it’s 
at least done in good humor—as we 
can put into the campaign. The re- 
sults tell us that we are on the right 
track. 


Textbooks 

The nearest approach we have to 
a textbock is a cartoon-illustrated 
pamphlet entitled “The Return of 
Tattle Tail Rat,” and subtitled “The 
saga of a rodent that thought good 
housekeeping and safety would not 
pay.” It is the “tail” of a rat who 
was chased out of the plant when 
the “college” was started, and re- 
turned later to see what was go- 
ing on. The pamphlet is a running 
story, told through pictures and 
captions, of what the rat saw, both 
good and bad. 

Also, we issue monthly bulletins 
to the foremen reminding them of 
some of the things to do if they 
want their departments to receive a 
high grade. A_ typical bulletin, 
issued recently under the heading, 
“The Night Before Inspection,” 
features a cartoon depicting a fore- 
man in a mood of hair-tearing 
concentration. Representing his 
thoughts on inspection eve are 16 
crisp paragraphs, of which the fol-

Program Publicised 

Articles and pictures are pub- 
lished from time to time in the 
plant publication, Circle News, and 
posters are exhibited occasionally 
on an electric tractor which circu- 
lates through the factory. 

In some instances, where depart- 
ments have been slow in complying 
with clean-up regulations, a com- 
pany photographer has taken pic- 
tures of the conditions criticized. 
The pictures were sent to the vice- 
president in charge of production, 
who in turn took them up with the 
general superintendent involved. 
Before-and-after pictures also have 
been published. 

Greater care in the inspection of 
machinery is an important benefit 
of the good housekeeping effort. 
This has resulted in necessary re- 
pairs and in improved maintenance, 
increased efficiency, and extension

of the service life of machinery. 
The college has paid important 
dividends by promoting the most 
advantageous use of space. Utiliza- 
tion of space between floor and 
ceiling through installation of 
shelving and bins has relieved con- 
gestion in many departments, and 
in addition, the improved methods 
of handling materials thus brought 
about has had a labor-saving effect. 


Results Obtained 


Fire hazards have been de- 
creased by the removal of dust and 
debris and by good methods of 
storing material. 

Removal of dirt and debris, in- 
stallation of dust collectors and 
ventilating equipment and other 
phases of the good housekeeping 
effort, have improved working con- 
ditions and employee morale, pro- 
moted greater safety, and increased 
the protection of manufactured 
goods in process and in storage. 

Our experience has proved to us 
that good housekeeping is an in- 
dication of good management. We 
find that the best maintained de- 
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partments usually have the best 
records for waste, safety, and unit 
costs. And we know that the good 
housekeeping effort has  con- 
tributed to an improved general 
safety record throughout our plants.

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good sanitary practices among the 
employees. Necessary repairs were 
made on the e xisting fixtures which 
included a general reworking of the 
shower rooms with the pouring of 
concrete floors and the installation 
of hot water lines to serve both 
shower fixtures and handwashing 


bowls which formerly were pro- 
vided with cold water only. 
In addition, the old_ lockers 


which were available were repaired 
and a sufficient number of new lock- 
ers purchased so that these facilities 
would be available to the entire em- 





ployee group. The shower rooms 
and locker rooms were given a fresh 
coat of paint, which greatly added 


to the general appearance. 


Importance of Hygiene 

The use of strong cleaning deter- 
gents was discontinued and the 
proper type of hand cleaning com- 
pounds was made available. As an 
additional matter of personal clean- 
liness, arrangements were made 
whereby employees could have 
their work clothes laundered twice 
a week, and half the cost of this 
service was paid by the manage- 
ment. 

In an effort to alleviate the cut 
ting oil dermatitis, workmen ex- 
posed to this material were instruc- 
ted as to protective measures, and 
were impressed with the import- 
ance of personal hygiene and the 
proper use of sanitary facilities 


which had been made available to 
them. As a part of the program for 
the control of oil dermatitis, the use 
of protective type creams, steriliza- 
tion of cutting oil, and a schedule 
for the changing of cutting oil was 
instituted.

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Housekeeping Stressed 

With reference to sanitation in 
the work areas of the plant, the 
importance of good housekeeping 
was stressed. Mimeographed sheets 
outlining corrective measures for 
the improvement of plant house- 
keeping were presented to each 
foreman and he, in turn, was made 
responsible for the maintenance of 
housekeeping in his respective de- 
partment. 

The matter of developing ade- 
quate food sanitation presented a 
problem involving major changes. 


Sanitary Cafeteria 

In general, employees were per- 
mitted to bring lunches into the 
plant and eat these in locker rooms 
or anywhere in the general work 
area. There also existed a small 
cold drink stand where drinks and 





small packaged foods were avail- 
able. These practices were obvi- 
ously unsanitary and left much to 
be desired in the way of an ade- 
quate feeding program. 

In order to obtain expert advice 
on this problem, the Industrial 
Feeding Consultant of the War 
Food Administration was requested 
to make a study of existing facilities 
and practices and further, to pre- 
sent recommendations covering this 
plant’s needs and requirements. 

Based on this study and recom- 
mendations presented to the man- 
agement, the plant now has its own 
cafeteria operated under plant 
management, and the employees 
are receiving well balanced, nutri- 
tious food which is prepared and 
served under approved sanitary 
conditions.

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Of necessity, some time was re- 
quired in bringing about changes 
in the above features of sanitation. 
This gave the management an ex- 
cellent opportunity to observe the 
general improvement in these con- 
ditions and its result on the em- 
ployee group. When these changes 





had been made, the management 
was then approached on the matter 
of broadening the program to cover 
other aspects of industrial health. 
At this point it should be men- 
tioned that it was only through the 
provision of proper sanitary facili- 
ties and procedures that manage- 
ment was convinced of the desir- 


ability of instituting other environ- 
mental changes. 


First Aid Facilities 

The general history of cases re- 
quiring first aid in the plant was re- 
viewed with the management. 
Formerly, cases severe enough to 
require dressings and the like were 
taken by automobile to the down 
town office of the physician re- 
tained by the plant. This resulted 
in only those cases receiving at- 
tention which were of more or less 
a serious nature, and also brought 
about a tremendous amount of lost 
time in going to and from the doc- 
tor’s office. 

Based on past experience of the 
plant and also on what appeared to 
be their existing needs, it was

aid facilities be set up in the plant. 
As a result of proper guidance, the 
plant now has a first aid room 
fitted with complete facilities, and 
a registered nurse, operating under 
standing orders from the physician, 
on duty during each shift. 


For Better Health 

The desirability of providing 
ventilation on certain operations 
was brought to the attention of the 
management. Atmospheric samples 
were collected around operations 
where toxic materials were em- 
ployed. Based on these results, 
proper type ventilation was pro- 
vided on abrasive cleaning, buffing, 
sand blasting, paint spraying and 
other operations. 

In departments where noise was 
excessive, particularly on abrasive 
cleaning devices, the use of ear 
protectors was initiated. Since this 
was put into effect, complaints of 
noise have disappeared and _ the 
general morale of the employees in 
these departments has been con- 
siderably benefited. 


Safety Program 

At the time of the initial con- 
tact, no safety program existed in 
this plant. The accident experience 
and physical details of plant opera- 
tions were reviewed with the man- 
agement. The necessity of a safety 
program was obvious. 

Due to the scarcity of such per- 
sonnel, it was impossible to obtain 
an individual trained in safety, 
therefore, one of the office em- 
ployees was chosen by the man- 
agement and given the responsi- 
bility for this program. In view of 
the fact that this man had had no 
previous experience in safety or 
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industrial health, it appeared de- 
sirable for him to obtain a certain 
amount of instruction and training 
before assuming responsibility for 
the program. 

In an effort to prepare him for 
this assignment, arrangements were 
made with another plant which had 
a well established safety program 
for the new director to visit this 
industry and spend some time in 
observing the administration and 
functioning of their safety and in- 
dustrial health activities. In addi- 
tion, literature in the way of bulle- 
tins and texts covering the subjects 
of safety and health were obtained 
and studied by the new safety 
director. 

Edueation Promoted 

As this individual became famil- 
iar with the general field of safety 
and also with the specific problems 
presented in his plant, a series of 
safety meetings was held. Manage- 
ment, foremen and other key per- 
sonnel participated in these meet- 
ings. In addition, moving pictures 
covering safety subjects were 
shown. When this educational and 
promotional work had been done, 
the fundamentals of safety were 
applied to the entire plant. 

Shows Economie Value 

The safety director is now 
spending full time on matters con- 
cerned with industrial health and 
safety. The program which was 
initially developed as perhaps a 
part time activity for this indi- 
vidual has grown into a definite 
part of the production schedule of 
this plant. The economic value of 
these accomplishments is evi- 
denced by two major reductions in 
insurance premiums since the 
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establishment of the program. 

Management and employees 
alike are thoroughly sold on the 
value of sanitation and a satisfac- 
tory working environment. The 
general reaction of management 
now is a question of how they oper- 
ated before these changes were 
made.

relations are important in a success- 
ful business and the affected em- 
ployees were placed on different 
jobs. The lack of knowledge in this 
case was not the manager's fault— 
we had not supplied him the tools 
with which to work. We immedi- 
ately launched an educational pro- 
gram for all managers wherein 
dermatitis problems were thor- 
oughly discussed, much emphasis 
being given on the control and pre- 
vention of this disease. 

The results of this program have 
been immeasurable. Since this time, 
we have had only a few minor 
dermatitis cases in our factories. We 
attribute this success to our man- 
agers. 


Respiratory Claims 

In 1943, an employee reported 
he had contracted an internal dis- 
turbance through the inhalation of 
fumes. A thorough investigation in- 


dicated a remote possibility of this | 


claim. We called on the Industrial 
Hygiene Foundation to help us 
with this and similar ventilating 
problems. After recommendations 
were reviewed and considered, it 
was decided to launch an educa- 
tional program in connection with 
air pollution. 

The causes and control of res- 
piratory diseases were thoroughly 
explained and discussed with all 
managers. Many suggestions were 
received from them relative to such 
hazards, with the result that several 
ventilating systems have been in- 
corporated in our plant operations.

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recommended an exhaust system 
be used in connection with this in- 
stallation. 

The fact that this equipment was 
to be placed in a very small room 
increased the danger of a health 
hazard. Here, again, the manager 
was instrumental in preventing a 
possible health hazard. These ex- 
amples are typical of the health 
problems that are brought to our 
attention each day by our mana- 
gers. We know the time spent pro- 
viding them with a thorough know- 
ledge of plant hygiene was not 
wasted. 

Mr. Charles F. Kettering once 
said, “The better the working con- 
ditions, the better the mental at- 
titude of the individual and, there- 
fore, the better the work.” That 
statement is a real challenge to 
those who still feel that industrial 
hygiene is a separate activity from 
production operations. 


Absenteeism Rate Low 

The result of healthful working 
conditions is reflected in the per- 
centage of labor turnover, the ab- 
sentee rate and the cost of health 
and accident insurance. The labor 
turnover in our factories is less than 
6%. Our absentee rate for the war 
years was 3% and at the present 
time, it is 1.8%, one of the lowest 
rates, if not the lowest for industry 
in the United States. 

I want to emphasize that no 
drives to control absenteeism were 
made. There has been no coercion 
to keep employees at work. The 
cost of maintaining our health and 
accident program has been 1.6% of 
total hourly payroll during the past 
twelve months of operation. We 
attribute these low rates to health- 
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ful conditions, for which our mana- 
gers are largely responsible. 

We believe industrial hygiene is 
indispensable for successful opera- 
agers informed—placing them in a 
General Motors Company, Dayton, 
tions.

Effect on Safety 


In order to be 
most effective, the 
dispensary is oper- 
ated in close con- 
junction with the 
foremen and the 
Safety Department.
